MARCH  OF  GERMAN  AND  ITALIAN 
REVOLUTION. 

It  was  fortunate  for  the  King  of  Prussia  that  be  had  sum¬ 
moned  bis  Diet  previous  to  the  present  general  outlsreak. 
The  recollection  of  its  struggles  and  debates  Imvc  thrown  out 
five  or  six  men,  at  least,  in  whom  the  population  Prussia 
can  put  faith.  Amongst  these  are  Aueiswald,  Camphausen, 
Beckerath,  and  Vhacke.  Without  them,  Prussia  would  be  like 
Austria,  where  the  victorious  people  have  no  statesmen  whom 
they  can  trust,  and  whCTC  tl»y  are  obliged  to  take  the  old 
coIleagoeB  of  Mctternicb,  and  employ  them  without  trusting 
them.  W’e  already  see  the  consequence  of  this,  in  tho 
refusal  (ff  the  Austrian  Cabinet  even  to  listen  to  the  dele¬ 
gates  firom  Bohemia,  or  to  enter  into  compromise  with  them. 
A  liberal  Vienna  ministry  would  have  made  concessions 
to  the  Bohemians,  and  kept  the  empire  together. 

The  King  of  Prussia  is  better  counseM.  He  has  flung 
himself  altogether  into  the  hands  of  the  liberal  chiefs  of  the 
last  Diet,  who,  moreover,  being  the  leading  men  of  the  re¬ 
mote  provinces,  Konigsberg,  Westplialia,  and  the  Rhine, 
secure  the  alliance  of  the  most  froward  districts.  The 
only  members  of  the  Prussian  cabraet  belonging  to  the  old 
royalist  school,  Arnim  and  Schwerin,  have  resigned.  The 
law  of  electkm,  the  most  important  as  well  as  the  first  step 
taken,  reconciles  the  desires  of  the  democrats  and  their 
opponents.  It  establishes  miiversal  sufforge,  bnt  makes  it 
operate  in  two  degrees, — the  people  naming  the  electors,  tho 
electors  forming  a  college  and  choosing  the  deputy.  This  is 
generally  conceded  to  be  security  i^oinst  a  too  democratic 
assembfy.  And  the  double  vote  was  one  of  the  measures 
proclaimed  by  Prince  Pcdignac  and  diaries  the  Tenth  in 
1830  for  restoring  aristocratic  and  government  influence. 

The  Prussian  Government  has,  moreover,  succeeded  in 
TW-introdneing  soldiers  hrto  the  chy ;  and  notwithstanding 
the  turbulence  of  the  operatives  and  their  meetings  in  the 
Thiergarten,  it  is  evident  that  the  causes  of  order  and  regular 
government  are  gaining  ground  in  Berlin,  and  that  the  King 
may  weather  the  storm. 

At  Vienna  the  operatives  were  becoming  turbulent  too,’ 
although  they  had  taken  very  small  part  in  effecting  the  revo* 
lution.  E.xcesses  of  any  kind  wonld  be  very  dangerous  at 
Vienna,  for  the  low’er  orders  there  are  less  enlightened  than 
is  the  rest  of  Germany ;  and  the  soldiers,  many  of  them 
Oroats  perhaps,  or  Sclavonians,  are  proportionate^  ignorant 
and  mtagie.  The  chief  hope  for  Vienna  is  in  the  Burgher 
Guard,  which,  like  that  of  Paris  in  the  latter  end  of  1830, 
and  tlirou^out  1831,  seems  determined  to  put  do\vn  the  in¬ 
solent  pretensions  and  anarchic  tendencies  of  the  mob. 

Besides  Berlin  and  Vienna,  there  will  now  be  another  poli¬ 
tical  centre,  a  federal  one,  in  Frankfort.  Things  have  been 
admirably  managed  there.  Delegates  fixim  all  the  states  met 
to  arrange  the  basis  of  a  fedei*al  union.  They  met,  and  did 
arrange  and  decide  that  basis  in  a  sitting.  Let  tlie  Germans 
never  be  accused  of  being  slow  coaches  after  this.  French¬ 
men  would  lurve  talked  a  fortnight  ere  they  passed  a 
single  vote.  At  the  same  time  a  repubhean  demonstration 
in  the  streets  of  Frankfort  was  put  down  summarily  and 
effectually  by  the  police.  When  we  consider  that  tlie  seven¬ 
teen  delegates  who  met  at  Frankfort  were  the  most  advanced- 
democrats  of  Germany,  one  is  more  i^eeably  surprised  with 
their  good  sense,  celerity,  and  resolve. 

There  are  hopes  of  an  understanding  between  Demnaik 
and  the  German  powers,  on  the  subject  (ff  Sleswig.  England 
is  said  to  have  offered  its  mediation,  which  it  is  to  be  hoped 
will  be  more  successful  than  that  of  Lord  Minto  between  the 
Court  of  Niqiles  and  the  Sicilians. 

Russia  has  announced  its  intention  of  guarding  a  neuti'al 
position,  and  of  not  attacking  if  not  attacked.  This  is  the 
counterpart  of  M.  Lamartine’s  answer  to  the  Poles.  These 
exiles,  however,  have  now  a  country  of  their  own  in  Posen, 
whicli  is  grown  independent  of  Prussia,  and  where  the 
Czartoriskis  and  other  Polish  patriots  may  pursue  and  oiganiso 
whato'er  means  are  at  their  disposal  for  ffie  reunion  of  their 
country. 

In  Italy  all  interest  is  couceiitrated  towards  Lombardy, 
across  which  Radetsk}*,  witK  the  remnant  of  his  army,  h^ 
sdowly  retired  heliind  the  Adige,  puisned  by  the  Kug  of 
Sardinia,  and  by  the  unorganized  force  of  the  Mlauese. 
What  is  most  to  be  feared  is  a  cruel  suppression  by  Austria 
of  the  Venetian  revolution.  To  save  the  old  Queen  of  the 
A^driadc  from  Austrian  vengeance  should  be  a  great  incentive 
to  Charles  Albert  to  advance.

But  they  do  not 
cohtsin  any  important  extracts  from  his  journals,  of  later  date 
than  those  puDlished  Iw  Captain  Keppel,  in  his  interesting 
ErpedUion  to  Borneo.  To  that  book,  (^ptain  Mundy’a,  apart 
from  his  original  narrative  (which  occupies  the  greater  part  ot  the 
second  volume),  will  be  most  correctly  described  as  the  supplement 
or  UlusUntion.  Captain  Keppel  seems  to  have  had  in  his  pos¬ 
session  tho  whole  of  the  journals  now  printed  by  Captain  Mundy, 
but,  from  a  doubt  of  their  reception,  to  have  restricted  himsmf 
to  the  extracts  with  which  the  public  are  familiar. 

It  was  a  sound  discretion,  at  the  time  ;  but  the  interest 
awakened  by  Captain  Keppel’s  book,  and.  by  events  that 
have  since  transpired,  justifies  Captain  Mundy  in  his  belief  that 
the  public  will  be  glad  to  have  everything  in  tbe  shape  of 


Captain  Kepi's  extracts  from  the  journal  oonsisted  in  the  fact 
that  they  had  been  written  down,  day  by  day,  in  the  precise 
circumstances  described.  A  connecting  narrative  by  Captain 
Mundy,  for  example  (at  the  twenty-fifth  page  of  his  first 
volume),  teHs  ns,  in  four  pages,  what  (in  Captain  Keppel’s  book) 
Mr  Brooke  bimsdf  had  told  in  some  sixty-two  pages  of  most 
vivid  and  graphic  description.  Several  instances  of  this  kind 
occur.  Still  more  unsatisfactory  is  it,  however,  vriien  we  meet 
with  blanks  in  the  journal,  which  it  is,  in  subsequent  pages, 
itself  made  to  supply.  “  Nearly  a  fortnight  has  pawed  away,” 
says  Mr  Brooke  (vol.  i,  p.  17),  ‘‘and  I  have  much  to 
relate  ;  ”  which  is  accordingly  related.  But  these  facts  had 
already  been  published  in  Captain  Kenpel’s  books  (vol.  i,  p.  22, 
tea.),  as  record  in  the  diary  day  by  day.  In  a  second  edition 
all  this  should  be  oaiefnlly  revised.  It  su^^ests  doubts  where 
we  see  no  reason  to  believe  that  any  should  exist.  Of  the  gene¬ 
ral  value,  authenticity,  and  great  intereet  of  Captain  Many’s 
work,  there  cannot  be  a  question. 

Italy,  Poet  and  Present.  By  L.  Mariotti.  John  Chapman. 

This  is  a  useful  book.  Though  in  many  pieces  unduly  dis¬ 
cursive,  and  nowhere  evincing  great  depth  or  very  powerful 
grasp  of  iateliect,  it  is  infosmed  with  lively  filing  and 
sound  judgment.  Lt  contains  an  exposition  of  Italian  views  of 
matters  social  and  politioal,  by  an  Italian  who  has  learned  to 
speak  through  BogUsh  thoughts  as  well  as  in  English  words. 


political,  religious,  and  moril,  of  social  order  and  one  to  the 
phenomena  of  the  revival  of  letters.  The  era  of  the  “  Italian 
republics”  is  bodied  forth  in  chapters  devoted  to  Dante,  Petrardi, 
Boccaccio,  and  Macchiavello.  The  period  of  the  *‘  Italian  prin¬ 
cipalities”  is  treated  in  the  same  way  :  Michael  Angelo,  Ariosto, 
Tasso,  and  Vitoria  Colonna  being  each  made  the  ostensible 
theme  of  an  illustrative  chapter.  The  types  of  the  epoch  of 
“  Foreign  dominion”  are  Galileo,  Alfieri,  and  Napoleon.  A  field 
so  extensive  as  this  recapitulation  indicates,  compressed  into  a 
post  octavo  volume  of  some  480  pages,  must  obviously  be 
sketchy.  Much  of  it,  too,  has  recently  been  gone  over  by  authors 
of  the  first  note.  Still,  Mr  Mariotti’s  critiaisms  will  richly  repay 
perusal  ;  not  only  beranse  they  present  a  connected  view  of  the 
whole,  but  because  he  thinks  and  expresses  himself  after  a  fashion 
of  his  own. 

It  is,  however,  in  the  second  volume,  in  “  the  present”  of 
Italy,  that  the  main  interest  of  the  work  resides.  This  volume 
does  not  merely  possess  an  interest  similar  to  that  of  contem- 
pomry  works  ;  it  supplies  a  desideratum.  It  is  a  review  of  the 
taboun  of  liberal,  or  at  least  of  originiU-minded  contempo¬ 
raries,  by  an  independent  thinker.  It  is  well  adapted  to  aid 
the  English  reaaer  in  foming  a  just  estimate  of  tbe  great 
events  now  in  progress  in  Italy.  ”  The  present  ”  of  Italy  em¬ 
braces  the  period  lapsed  since  the  restoration  of  1814.  The  first 
chapter  is  devoted  to  Mazzini  and  young  Italy.  All  justice  is 
done  to  the  virtues  of  that  earnest  patriot,  while  hjs  weaknesses  are 
freely  exposed— indeed,  and  perhaps  with  a  view  to  distinctness, 
traced  with  a  precision  bordering  on  hardness.  Foscolo  follows : 
ao  acute  critical  sketoh,  only  im pained  by  a  certain  dififuseness  of 
style— unavoidable  in  a  writer  uring  a  foreign  language,  it  may 
be,  however  familiar.  The  beauty  and  feebleness  of  Manzoni  s 
character  are  delicately  appreciated.  Grosm  affords  an  opportunity 


quite  unconsciously  and  unaffectedly  displayed,  and  we  have 
seldom  read  anything  more  curious  than  the  notices  of  govern¬ 
ment  and  society  among  the  Bugis  of  the  kingdoms  of  Boni 
and  Wiyjo.  In  the  latter  place,  Mr  Brooke  found  a  sort  of 
Venetian  council  of  forty  preaominating  over  a  monarch  elected 
by  six  hereditary  rajahs  ;  and  in  Boni,  an  eminently  trading  and 
commercial  people,  he  discovered  resemblances  e<|ually  close  to 
the  great  commercial  republic  of  European  history. 

Few  things  in  the  volumes,  to  which  we  now  turn  for  one  or 
two  brief  extracts,  are  more  characteristio  of  Mr  Brooke  than  a 
shert  letter  to  Captain  Mundy  descriptive  of  an  interview  with 
the  Sultan  of  Borneo  after  the  exposure  and  defeat  of  his 
t  eachery.

“‘We  arriTed  here  on  the  19th,  and  found  the  Hazard  off

reroived  a  most  humble  letter  fVom  his  Mi^eity ;  in  answer  to  which 
I  intimated  l^  message  (for  I  declined  any  personal  interview),  that 
he  wae  permitted  to  return  to  the  city.  He  arrived  aooordiagly,  and 
with  many  oaths  and  protestations  of  sorrow  swore  that  he  would  do 
anything  for  pardon. 

“  *  I  informed  him  that  his  request  for  pardon  must  be  made  to  the 
English  Government,  ami  that  he  wae  bound  to  re-ratify  his  broken 
engi^iBents. 

”  This  he  dki,  and  aleo  aent  a  letter  to  the  queen  to  the  same  eifoct. 
I  next  nsode  him  prooeed  in  state  to  the  gravee  of  his  munlered 
relatives,  and  then  demanded  justice  on  the  murderers  of  the  roval 
family.  Having  no  more  time,  1  quit  the  city  to-day,  and  leave  hie 
highnem  to  chew  the  cud  of  mortification. 

“  ‘  You  should  keep  up  the  fwk  I  hare  established,  and  all  w'dl 
be  right. 

“  ‘1  hare  quite  a  managerle  of  old  women  and  young  children  on 
board  the  Pfalegethon,  with  a  few  men,  the  unhappy  surriron  and 
dependants  of  Muda  Haesnu’s  family.

X7ot  only  doe*  he  open  hh  door  to  the  outcast*  of  all  countries  and  of 
all  parties  with  a  liberality  worthy  of  Eotne  and  Venice  in  their 
happiest  day* — not  only  doe*  he  never  allow  himaelf  one  word  of 
insult  or  reproach,  but  he  does  everything  in  his  power  to  dissemlde 
hi*  invincible  repugnance  and  suspicion,  and  meets  them  with  a  faint 
and  dim,  but  not  Insincere  nnile  of  welcome." 

Foscolo’s  debut  is  equally  just,  and  possesses  in  addition  a 
personal  interest : 

"  A  course  of  lectures  on  the  literature  of  Italy,  delivered  in  Italian 
by  Foscolo,  in  1823,  was  worth  to  its  author  1,000/.  in  one  season.  The 
lecturer  gazed  at  his  crowdeil  audience,  and  pocketed  Lis  gold  with 
amazement.  He  made  no  allowance  for  the  fortuitous  combination  | 
of  circumstances ;  he  was  not  aware  of  the  exertions  of  too  partial  ^ 
friends  in  his  behalf.  He  saw  in  tliat  brilliant  circle  of  sparkling 
ladies  and  perfumed  cavaliers  oniy  as  many  docile  and  willing  pupils. 
He  could  not,  or  oniy  too  late,  comprehend  how  the  attendance  of 
.one*half  of  his  auditors  was  merely  the  effect  of  a  kind/y  but  undis- 
cemiug  patronage ;  of  the  other  half,  the  result  of  a  poor  vanity  of 
appearing  to  take  an  interest  in  what  they  did  not  understand.  He 
did  not  reflect  that  there  were  not  at  the  time  ten  persons  in  England 
capable  to  follow  him  in  his  recondite  disquisitions,  abstruse  and  in-  < 
accessible  as  they  must  have  been,  even  independent  of  the  additional 
difliculty  of  the  language  in  wUdh  they  were  delivered — and  that 
thoee  few  were,  perhaps,  sufficiently  presumptuous  to  think  that  they 
needed  no  schooling  from  him.  He  never  foresaw  that  ere  the  end  of 
the  course  his  splendid  circle  of  hearer*  would,  from  sheer  weariness 
and  discourageraent,  have  dwindled  to  those  'chosen  few’  who  froze 
the  orator’s  heart  in  his  bosom,  and  allowed  him  no  hqpe  of  mustering 
a  new  audience  for  the  next  season.  His  gold  daaded  him  He 
fancied  he  had  discovered  an  inexhaustible  mine.  The  next  season 
beheld  him  a  bankrupt  and  a  beggar.” 

As  an  example  of  Mr  Mariotti’s  politicsJ  perspkmity  we  may 
take  his  prophetic  allusion  to  Louis-PbiHppe,  ahwdy  made  good 
by  the  events  which  followed  the  publication  of  this  work  : 

“  Nor  is  Louis  Philippe,  with  his -unprincipled  cabinet,  a  much  more 
formidable  adversary.  However  fortunate,  (hat  wioked  old  man  is 
not  omnipotent  in  Wanoe.  There  is  a  limit  to  his  power,  though 
none  to  his  ill  will  and  duplicity.  He  is  not  so  much  to  be  dreaded 
as  an  enemy,  as  he  -is  to  be  mistrusted  as  an  ally.  His  alliance  with 
Austria,  if  pushed  too  far,  might  hurl  him  from  his  throne.  The 
hand  of  Providence  which  hM.  in  so  many  instances,  so  unaccountably 
caved,  without  reforming  him,  may  perhaps  reach  him  yet.  He  has 
awful  scores  to  settle  with  Hcavtn,  nor  has  he  one  good  man  for  a 
friend  upon  earth.*’ 

And  to  conclude,  we  give  our  anithor’s  half-playful,  yet  deeply- 
felt  and  justly-conceived  account  of  the  first  steps  taken  by 
Pius  IX  to  illustrate  his  practical  sagacity  : 

"There  was  not  anything  new  in  the  act  itself  which  signaliied 
Pius’s  aocessioD  to  the  throue.  Nothing  more  common  in  Italy  than 
universal  political  amnesties.  The  coronation  of  a  new  reigning  priiioe, 
the  birth  or  megority  of  an  heir  apparent,  and  the  like  auspicious 
events,  have  constantly  been,  and  are  invariably  announced  to  the 
world,  together  with  similar  evidences  of  royal  magnanimity.  The 
Italians  were  used  to  it.  Every  new  ruler  in  that  distracted  country 
seemed  aware  of  the  wisdom  of  clearing  the  prisons  of  the  late 
monarch’s  victims  to  make  room  for  his  own.  Tboke  Augean  stahlos, 
the  Roman  fortresses  of  state,  never  were  in  greater  nee<l  of  a  thorough 
Herculean  cleansing.  The  indiscriminate  severity  of  Gregory  sowed  a 
rich  harvest  for  Pius’s  mildness.  The  invariable  practice  adtmted  by 
every  infallible  pope,  of  undoing  the  acts  of  his  no  less  infallible  pre¬ 
decessor,  could  never  be  followed  under  circniustanoes  more  favourable 
to  the  interests  of  humanity.  Six  thousand  state  prisoners,  in  a  state 
of  two  millions,  were  a  formidable  item  for  a  bankrupt  pontihcal 
budget ;  and,  had  the  game  been  carried  on  further,  the  testy  old 
Gregory 'himself  must  have  been  reduced  to  the  alternative,  either  of 
starving  his  captives  or  disposing  of  them  by  a  summary  process  ana¬ 
logous  to  the  clearing  of  the  hospitals  by  N apoleon  at  J affii,  or  else  throw¬ 
ing  open  the  door  and  condemning  them  to  go  and  toil  for  their  bread. 

"  This  Jndulgeuza  Plenaria  was,  however,  soon  followed  by  the  rocal 
of  exiles  from  abroad,  which  could  certainly  not  be  conceived  in 
obedience  to  mere  economical  views.  No  doubts  were  for  one  moment 
entertained  as  to  the  sincerity  and  purity  of  Pius’s  intentions. 

"  In  one  essential  point,  bwidcs,  Pius’iX’s  amnesty  differed  from  all 
previous  acts  of  a  similar  character.  He  declared  himself  the  friend 
of  the  pardoned  -transgressors.  Instead  of  contrite  and  brow-beaten 
penitents,  timidly  sneaking  home  in  the  dark,  swearing  away  their 
souls  by  abject  recantations  and  humiliations,  and  harassed  by  an 
unremitting  surveillance  of ‘the  police,  the  unreclaimed  rebels  came 
back  with  rolling  of  drums  and  flourish  of  trumpets,  with  ovations, 
plaudits,  grand  dinners,  and  hip !  hip !  hurrah !  they  rushed  into  the 
Vatican,  gave  the  pope  the  benefit  of  their  advice,  sat  by  him  in  council, 
took  reins  and  whip  in  their  own  hands,  and  cried.  ‘  Here  we  are !’  as 
if  the  good-natured  Pius  were  neither  more  nor  less  than  one  of  their 
crew — the  pantaloon  in  their  new  pantomime  ! 

"  Under  such  auspices,  little  need  we  wonder  If  the  pontifical  subjects 
hailed  the  accession  of  the  mild  Perretti  as  the  dawning  of  a  new  era. 
It  would  be  idle  to  nuniber  the  families  to  whom  eo  wide-spreading  a 
pardon  was  directly  or  indirectly  the  source  of  domestic  joy.  The  pope, 
they  argued,  was  in  their  own  hands.  He  was,  as  the  phrase  is  in  that 
country,  compromesso,  that  is,  he  stood  committed  in  the  eyes  of 
Europe ;  they  must  stun  him,  hurry  him  on  with  their  acclamation, 
allow  him  never  a  moment’s  rest  or  reflection — take  him  by  storm. 

"'The  Italians  are  a  subtle,  far-sighted  race ;  long  trainctl  to  the 
most  consummate  arts  of  adulation ;  they  did  him  in  bronze,  in  marble, 
th^  did  him  in  writing.  Their  gratitude  for  his  olementy  could  stop 
at  nothing  short  of  actual  apotheosis.  The  good  pope  awoke  in  the 
morning  and  found  himself  a  hero.  As  such,  he  was  made  to  under¬ 
stand,  much  was  expected  df,  much — that  was  the  climax  of  wonder 
— had  been  promised  by  hhn. 

"So  much  being  taken  for  granted,  credit  being  given  him  to  such 
an  alarming  amount,  something,  it  was  clear,  must  be  done,  and 
breathless,  flushed,  flurrisd,  the  pope  considered  how  fiar  he  could 
meet  the  demands  of  the-times. 

"  The  pope  may,  perhaps,  have  been  astonished  at  his  own  wevk  ; 
lie  followed  It  up  earnestly,  honestly,  nevertheless — he  proceeded 
hand-in%and  with  his  subjects;  his  concessions  were  always  in 
keeping  with  the  moderate  party  of  patriots  he  had  summoned  round 
his  throne  from  every  part  of  the  country.  After  his  example,  such 
of  the  Italian  prinoes  as  admitted  common  sense  in  their  council  bad 
also  coae  to  the  best  understanding  with  their  people.” 

Qnoe  more  we  recommend  these  volumes  to  general  attention,  as 
containing  the  ke^  to  much  that  must  otherwise  appew  fragmen¬ 
tary  and  chaotic  m  the  present  state  of  Italy  to  Lnglith  risers. 
iKot  the  least  wonderful  part  of  the  book  is  the  entire  masteiy 
the  aiuthor  has  acquired  of  our  language. _

to  their  inquiries.  From  thence  thev  repaired  to  the  Foreign  Office 
to  apprise  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  riolenoe  offered  the  Austrian 
Ambassador.  The  latter  deplored  those  excesses,  but  candidly  ad< 
milted  the  inability  of  the  goremment  to  repress  them,  ^e  Minister 
of  the  Interior  haring  subsequently  called  on  the  Austrian  representa- 
tire,  the  latter  handed  him  a  note,  in  which  he  declared  that  he 
considered  the  relations  with  the  Papal  Goremment  at  an  end  until 
he  should  reoeire  instructions  from  his  court  to  direct  him  in  his 
ulterior  morements.  The  Tope  hastened  to  reply  that  he  sincerely 
deplored  the  insult  offered  to  the  Imperial  arras,  but  that  the  mis¬ 
chief  had  been  so  rapidly  accomplished  that  it  had  been  impossible  to 
prerent  it.  On  the  23rd,  the  different  members  of  the  corpt  diplo- 
mattque  assembled  at  the  residence  of  the  Dutch  Minister  to  consult 
on  the  expediency  of  protesting  together  against  the  outrage  offered 
the  Austrian  Ambassador,  and  a  note  to  that  effect  was  drawn  up  and 
si^ed  by  all  the  Ministen  present.  A  deputation  afterwards  waited 
with  it  on  the  Cardinal  Seinretary  ^  Sta^  who  returned  to  it  an 
erasire  answer,  without  wishing  to  enter  into  particulars. 

UNITED  STATES. 

Tui  Tbkatt  or  P&acb  with  Mkxioo. — Advices  hare  been  received 
from  New  York  to  the  I5th  ult.  The  New  York  papers  contain  the 
details  of  the  treaty.  It  consists  of  twenty-two  articles,  and  provides 
for  a  ''firm  and  universal  peace”  between  the  United  States  and 
the  Mexican  Republic;  for  a  provisional  suspension  of  hostili¬ 
ties,  and  the  re-establishment  of  constitutional  order  in  the  places 
occupied  by  the  forces  of  the  United  States;  for  the  evacuation 
of  the  interior  of  "Mexico  and  of  the  capital  by  the  forces  of  the 
United  States,  and  other  military  arrangements.  It  also  defines 
the  boundaries  of  the  two  Republics,  commencing  in  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  three  leagues  from  land,  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Rio 
Grande,  following  the  course  of  that  river  to  where  it  strikes  the 
•outhem  boundary  of  New  Mexico,  thence  westwardly  along  the 
aouthera  boundary  of  New  Mexico,  northward  along  the  western  line 
of  New  Mexico  until  it  intersects  the  first  branch  of  the  Gila,  and 
along  that  branch  into  the  Rio  Colorado,  thence  across  the  Rio  Colo¬ 
rado,  following  the  division  line  between  Upper  and  Lower  California 
-to  the  Pacific  Ocean.  Article  12  provides  that  the  United  States,  in 
consideration  for  the  extension  of  its  boundaries,  shall  pay  to  the 
Mexican  Republic  the  sum  of  15,000,000  dollars.  By  article  13  the 
United  States  agree  to  pay  the  liquidated  claims  against  Mexico  under 
the  conventions  between  the  two  republics,  dated  the  11th  of  April, 
1839,  and  the  30th  of  January,  1843.  Articles  14  and  15  provide 
that  the  United  States  shall  meet  all  claims  yet  undecided  ma<le  by 
'its  citizens  on  Mexico  not  exceeding  750,000  dollars.  Expresses  had 
lieen  despatched  to  Mexico  with  the  ratification  of  the  treaty.  It  was 
expected  that  they  would  reach  the  capital  on  the  25th  ult. 

CENTRAL  AMERICA. 

Disputb  srrwr.FR  Uorpuras  and  Mosquitia. — The  West  India  mail 
has  brought  intelligence  from  San  Juan  de  Nicaragua,  respecting  the 
dispute  between  the  state  of  Honduras  and  the  King  of  Most^uitia,  and 
of  the  expedition  sent  by  the  British  authorities  from  Jamaica  to  sup¬ 
port  the  claims  of  his  Mosquitian  Majesty,  resulting  in  the  capture  of 
the  upper  and  lower  forts  on  the  river,  by  the  boats  of  her  Majesty’s 
ship  Alarm,  Captain  Loch,  the  steamer  Vixen,  and  brig  Daring,  and  a 
rletachment  of  the  S8th  Regiment ;  the  whole  in  command  of  Captain 
Loch,  with  Commanders  Ryder  and  Peel  in  command  of  their  own 
boats.  The  lower  forts  showed  much  resistance,  but  the  loss  in  the 
boats  was  trifling,  one  man  killed  and  a  midshipman  woundeil.  The 
loss  on  shore  was  considerable,  but  the  exact  numbers  not  known. 
The  wounded  and  prisoners  were  sent  on  board  the  Alarm  ;  some  of 
the  former  had  died.  We  regret  to  add  that  Mr  Patrick  Walker,  her 
Britannic  Majesty’s  Consul-General  to  the  King  of  Musquitia,  was  un¬ 
fortunately  drowned  in  proceeding  up  the  river  St  Juan.  It  appears 
he  was  in  one  of  the  boats  of  the  squadron,  and  while  asleep  the  boat 
was  suddenly  surprised,  as  they  sppposed,  by  canoes;  and  while  the 
seamen  were  procuring  their  arms  nom  the  chest  in  the  stem  of  the 
boat,  Mr  Walk  er  and  another  gentleman  unfortunately  fell  overboard. 
The  latter  was  picked  up,  but  Mr  Walker  could  not  be  found.  On  the 
26th  of  February  despatches  were  received  at  San  Juan  de  Nicaragua, 
stating  that  the  fort  or  Castello  del  San  Carlos  had  been  taken  with¬ 
out  resistance,  the  new  Grenadian  soldiers  having  fled  on  the  approach 
of  the  British  forces.  Captain  Loch  had  sent  an  officer  to  the  city  of 
Greiuula,  to  make  terras  with  the  government.  One  of  the  small 
steamers  on  the  river  Magdalena  was  blown  op  on  the  Ist  of  March, 
and  ten  lives  lost,  amongst  whom  was  the  captain.  The  Supreme 
fJovernment  of  Honduras  have  protested  against  the  interference  of 
the  British. 

INDIA. 

The  Oveblard  Mail.— The  Bombay  mail  of  the  2nd  March  has 
arrived.  The  chief  point  of  intere^  at  the  moment  in  India  regarde<l 
the  threatened  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  China.  The  steam  frigate 
Semiramis  was  despatched  from  Bombay  on  the  27th  Feb.,  to  tnke  on 
board  a  Mrt  ot  her  Regiment  at  Cannanore  for  Hong- 

Kong.  The  steam  frigate  Sesostris  was  also  under  orders  to  proce^ 
round  to  Calcutta.  It  was  said  the  GovemorGeneral  had  resolved  to 
maintain  an  effective  steam  force  in  China,  and  that  three  large 
frigates  would  be  required  for  that  purpose.  The  death  of  Admii^ 
Inglefield,  naval  commander-in-chief,  took  place  at  Bombay  on  the 
rooming  of  the  24th  February.  The  cause  is  said  to  have  been  his 
exposing  himself  for  some  hours  in  the  middle  of  the  day  to  the  force 
of  the  sun,  while  examining  the  fortfications  of  Trincomalee.  Com¬ 
modore  Plumridge  had  hoisted  his  flag  on  board  her  Majesty’s  ship 
Cambrian  as  the  senior  naval  officer  in  the  Indian  Seas.  A  report  had 
been  current  in  the  north-western  provinces  of  the  ass.issination  of 
*'Dost  Mahomed ;  but  it  was  without  any  corroboration.  The  death  of 
the  Kuxzilbash  Mahomed  Sheroef,  well  known  during  the  Cabul  cam¬ 
paign  as  an  English  partisan,  is  mentioned  from  Peshawur.  From 
Lahore  we  learn  that  the  command  of  the  forces  in  the  Punjaub  had 
been  relinquished  by  Sir  J.  Littler,  who  has  assumed  his  seat  in  the 
council  at  Calcutta.  General  Whish  succeeils  him  in  the  command 
of  the  troops.  We  leant  from  Madras  that  the  Marquis  of  Tweeddale 
bad  left  that  presidenqr  on  the  28rd  February,  and  proceeded  by  the 
steamer  Hugh  Lindsay  to  Ceylon,  where  he  was  to  embark  for  England 
on  board  her  Maiesty’s  frigate  Fox.  Mr  Dickenson  had  assumed  the 
government  of  Madras  as  acting  governor,  until  the  arrival  of  Sir  H. 
Pottinger. 

SALARIES  OF  SCIENTIFIC  MEN  AND  POLITICAL 
DOORKEEPERS. 

”  More  than  a  passing  paragraph  in  the  miscellaneous  department  of 
out  jounial  appears  to  be  due  to  the  contrast  drawn  by  a  correspond¬ 
ent  of  the  *  Athenseum  ’  between  the  salaries  allowe<l  for  the  official 
aervices  of  scientific  men,  and  the  remuneration  paid  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  messengers  and  doorkeepers.  When  we  find  duties  of  an 
bumble  and  ordinary  kind  paid  for  at  a  much  higher  rate  than  occu¬ 
pations  involving  the  necessity  for  the  loftiest  intellectual  attainments, 
we  may  conclude  that  the  latter  are  most  inadequately  rewarded,  or 
that  the  funner  are  allowed  to  reap  the  undeserved  fruits  of  gross 
extravagance.  Injustice  to  one  class  of  servants  has  either  been  prac¬ 
tised,  or  an  excess  of  generosity  has  been  shown  to  another  class, 
whose  employments  do  not  seem  to  demand  any  much  higher  capacity 
than  is  required  from  the  generality  of  mere  menials.  It  is  really 
disgraceful  to  the  country  that  its  pecuniary  estimate  of  science  and 
literature  should  be  no  higher,  and,  in  some  instances,  even  lower 
than  the  value  it  sets  on  the  ability  to  open  a  door  or  to  deliver  a 
luessage.  The  doorkeeper  of  the  House  of  Coranons  receives  no  less 


than  874t  a  year,  while  the  astronomer-royal,  and  the  principal 
librarian  at  the  British  Museum,  have  eadi  ot  them  only  8001.  per 
annum.  The  list  of  salaries  presents  us  to  a  second  doorkeeper  of  the 
House  of  Commons  at  four  hundred  a  year,  and  a  lower  doorkeeper 
in  addition  at  two  hundred  a  year  more — so  that  the  door  of  the 
lower  legislative  chamber  is  not  kept  under  fourteen  hundr^  per 
annum.  We  confess  that  our  disgust  at  the  exorbitant  salaries  at¬ 
tached  to  the  places  of  porters  and  messengers  is  most  materially 
increased  by  perceiving  the  niggardly  treatment  that  science  and 
learning  experience  when  they  are  engaged  on  behalf  of  the  public. 
The  first  assistant  astronomer-royal  has,  for  instance,  precisely  the 
same  pay  as  the  assistant  deliverer  of  Votes  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
while  the  deliverer-in  chief  has  nearly  threctimes  the  sura,  and  is  pecu¬ 
niarily  on  a  footing  with  the  astronomer-royal  and  the  principal  li¬ 
brarian  of  the  British  Museum.  This  Vote  delivery  costs  no  less  than 
eleven  hundred  a  year  in  mere  salaries  alone,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
expenses  no  doubt  entailed  by  the  actual  doing  of  the  work,  which  we 
may  be  assured  is  not  performed  in  person  by  the  two  individuals  ! 
who  receive  respectively  eight  hundred  and  three  hundred  a  year  for 
its  execution.  This  is  not  the  time  perhaps  to  ask  for  a  more  liberal 
outlay  on  the  study  of  the  stars,  by  insisting  on  an  increase  to  the 
salaries  of  the  offidal  astronomers ;  but  this  is  peculiarly  the  time  to 
denounce  the  shameful  waste  of  money  that  is  caused  by  a  lavish 
endowment  of  doorkeepers  or  hall-porters’  chairs,  and  the  situations 
of  Vote-deliverers  or  messengers.  It  is  a  fact,  that  the  chair  in  the 
hall  of  the  Admiralty  is  worth  to  its  occupant  nearly  two-thirds  of 
the  sum  enjoyed  by  the  gentleman  who  fills  the  chair  of  professor  of 
fortifications  at  the  Royal  Military  Academy.  The  former  receives 
one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds  a  year,  while  the  teacher  of  a  most  im¬ 
portant  science,  in  an  institution  where  young  men  are  prepared  for 
the  service  of  their  country,  is  in  the  receipt  of  only  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds  per  annum.  We  perceive  with  pleasure  that  Lord  John 
Russell  has  assented  to  Mr  Hume’s  suggestion  for  the  reduction  of  the 
salary  of  the  Seijeant-at-Arms. — ‘  Daily  News.' 


IMPERIAL  PARLIAMENT. 

HOUSE  OP  LORDS. 

Monday,  April  3. 

ATRAIBS  or  ITALY. 

The  Earl  of  ABERDEEN,  in  reference  to  the  important  events 
which  had  recently  taken  place  in  the  north  of  Italy,  was  desirous  of 
putting  a  question  to  her  Majesty's  government.  It  would  be  recol¬ 
lected  by  their  lordships  that  the  Lord  President  had  some  weeks  ago 
laid  on  the  table  of  the  house  copies  of  a  correspondence  which  had 
taken  place  as  to  the  possibility  of  any  interference  by  Austria  in  the 
affairs  of  Italy,  which  concluded  with  the  declaration  that  '  any 
aggression  on  the  territories  or  rights  of  the  King  of  Sardinia  would 
not  be  viewed  by  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  with  indifference." 
Whether  a  similar  representation  was  made  at  the  same  time  to  the 
Court  of  Sardinia  as  to  the  Austrian  states  in  Italy  he  did  not  know, 
but  such  undoubte<ily  ought  to  have  been  the  case ;  for  what  had 
been  the  result  1  Why,  amidst  the  convulsions  which  they  had 
witnessed  around — convulsions  of  an  unexampled,  alarming,  and 
portentous  character — the  King  of  Sardinia  had  been  the  first  power 
who  had  directly  violated  the  public  law  of  Europe,  by  commanding 
his  troops  to  enter  the  territory  of  a  neighbouring,  friendly,  and  allied 
power,  without  the  slightest  pretext  of  a  grievance,  without  any 
provocation,  without  any  complaint  or  reason  whatsoever  assigned, 
and  in  direct  violation  of  engagements  by  which  he,  as  well  as  his 
country,  was  bound.  He  had  no  opinion  to  give  as  to  the  endeavour 
of  the  people  of  Lombardy  to  shake  off  the  Austrian  yoke  ;  if  it  was 
their  wish  he  only  hop^  they  would  be  as  happy  and  prosperous 
hereafter  as  they  had  been  for  the  three  centuries  during  which  they 
had  been  governed  by  the  Emperor  and  his  family.  It  was  the 
violation  of  treaties  and  public  law  alone  that  he  wished  to  notice ; 
and  therefore  he  begged  to  ask  whether  her  Majesty’s  government 
had  at  any  time  expressed  to  that  of  Sardinia  a  similm*  opinion  to 
that  expressed  to  Austria,  that  any  act  of  aggression,  such  as  he 
had  referred  to,  would  not  be  viewed  by*  Great  Britain  with  indif¬ 
ference.  I 

The  Marquis  of  LANSDOWNE,  without  being  prepared  to  state 
at  that  moment  any  particular  course  which  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  government  to  pursue,  said  he  was  glad  of  the  opportunity  thus 
afforded  him  to  state,  that  although  it  was  quite  impossible  her 
Majesty’s  ministers  could  have  received  any  application  from  Austria 
on  the  subject,  England  not  being  bound  by  any  treaty  to  assist  that 
power,  yet  they  had  thought  it  right  to  desire  their  minister  to 
express  their  hope  and  confidence  that,  in  the  present  state  of  all  the 
countries  in  that  part  of  Europe,  the  King  of  Sardinia  might  be 
a<] vised  to  observe  a  perfect  neutrality.  No  doubt,  in  the  then  state 
of  the  Milanese  tcritory,  the  King  of  Sardinia  had  thought  he  was 
justified  in  taking  the  course  which  he  had  subsequently  adopted ; 
but  that  course  had  been  taken  not  only  without  the  concurrence 
of  the  British  Government,  but  against  their  advice. 

Tuesday,  April  4. 

The  business  transacted  to-day  was  not  of  any  public  importance. 

Thursday,  April  6. 

PBOPIRTT  TAX. 

The  Marquis  of  LANSDOWNE  moved  the  second  reading  of  the 
property  tax  bill  in  an' explanatory  speech,  in  the  course  of  which  he 
referretl  directly  to  the  expenses  of  the  Kaffir  war,  and  indirectly  to 
the  recal  of  Sir  P.  Maitland. 

Lord  STANLEY  defended  the  character  and  conduct  of  that  gallant 
officer,  and  hoped  that  no  reflection  was  intended  to  be  cast  upon 
him  in  reference  to  his  government  of  the  Cape.  He  concluded  his 
observations  by  stating,  with  reference  to  the  income  tax,  that, 
although  he  looked  upon  direct  taxation  with  great  jealousy,  yet,  he 
believ^,  under  all  circumstances,  the  country  could  not  be  placed  in 
a  state  of  security,  and  the  national  faith  maintained,  without  the 
re-imposition  of  the  tax  at  the  present  period. 

Earl  GREY  assured  the  noble  lord  that  there  had  been  no  intention 
on  the  part  of  the  government  to  cast  any  reflection  whatever  on  Sir 
Peregrine  Maitland. 

Lord  H  ATHERTON  having  expressed  a  similar  opinion  as  to  the 
character  of  the  gallant  officer,  derived  from  his  official  experience,  the 
bill  was  read  a  second  time. 

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday,  April  3. 

RIVIEW  or  TAXATION. 

In  answer  to  Mr  Ewart, 

Lord  J.  RUSSELL  said  that  the  government  were  ready  to  give 
the  subject  their  careful  consideration. 

STATB  OF  IBBLARP. 

Viscount  JOCELY’N  rose,  in  pursuance  of  notice,  to  put  a  question 
to  the  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury  respecting  the  present  state  of 
Ireland.  He  alluded  with  much  spirit  to  the  indignation  and  disgust 
excited  amongst  the  loyal  and  well-disposed  population  of  this  coun- 
in  the  course  of  the  last  few  weeks,  by  the  language  of  certain  I 
mischievous  and  traitorous  men  on  the  other  side  of  St  George’s 
Channel,  held  avowedly  for  the  purpose  of  overturning  the  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  country,  shaking  the  throne  of  her  Majesty,  and  exciting 
the  populace  to  overt  acts  of  rebellion.  Having  expressed  fears  of 
the  outbreak  of  civil  war  and  its  attendant  miseries,  and  paid  a 
high  compliment  to  the  merits  of  the  Earl  of  Clarendon’s  administra¬ 
tion  in  the  sister  country,  he  concluded  by  lamenting  the  present 


inefficient  state  of  the  law  for  the  repression  of  seditious  and 
treasonable  violence,  and  asked  whether  it  was  the  intention  of 
government  to  propose  any  alteration  therein. 

Lord  J.  RUSSELL  addressed  the  house  amid  profound  silence. 
"  I  rise  with  considerable  anxiety  to  answer  the  question  of  the  noble 
lord.  It  is  quite  true  that  language  of  the  nature  that  he  has  de¬ 
scribed  has  been  used  in  Ireland — language  exciting  to  rebellion 
against  the  crown — language  exciting  the  people  to  acts  of  violence 
against  persons  and  property,  and  with  the  view  to  establish  Ireland 
as  a  separate  nation,  independent  of  the  crown  of  these  realms.  Such 
language  may  at  some  periods  be  passed  over  as  the  mere  ravings 
of  a  distempered  fancy,  which  may  have  no  dangerous .  effect. 
Unfortunately  it  is  not  so  at  the  present  moment.  (Hear,  hear.)  I 
attribute  the  effect  produced  partly  to  the  excitable  nature  of  those 
to  whom  such  language  is  addressed — partly  to  the  very  great  distress 
which  has  been  felt  by  all  classes  now  during  three  years — distress 
which  naturally  induces  them  to  listen  to  any  desperate  remedy ; 
and  thirdly,  to  the  great  excitement  occasioned  by  the  events  which 
have  recently  taken  place  in  France  and  in  other  parts  of  the  con¬ 
tinent.  But  to  whatever  cause  that  language  is  to  be  attributed,  it 
certainly  has  been  followed  by  the  manufacture  of  pikes,  by  the 
formation  of  rifie  clubs,  and  other  preparations,  which  are  openly 
avowed  by  a  portion  of  the  press  of  that  country,  with  a  view  to 
create  civil  war.  Now  I  cannot  but  agree  with  the  noble  lord,  that 
be  the  cause  and  instigators  of  that  civil  war  what  they  may,  it  is 
not  so  much  her  Majesty’s  crown — it  is  not  so  much  the  institutions 
of  the  country  that  are  in  danger,  as  the  peace  of  Ireland,  as  the 
well-being  of  all  classes,  especially  those  classes  engaged  in  the 
occupations  of  trade  and  commerce ;  and  my  belief  certainly  is,  that 
those  who  have  used  the  language  to  which  I  have  adverted  have 
done  so  for  the  purpose  of  raising  themselves,  careless  of  the  bloodshed 
and  ruin  they  may  occasion.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  is,  however,  a 
roost  difficult  and  most  delicate  matter  for  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland  to  consider  what  steps  ought  to  be  taken.  The  noble  lord  has, 

I  think,  paid  a  just  tribute  to  my  noble  friend  now  at  the  head  of  the 
government  of  Ireland — (hear,  hear) — and  I  hope  I  need  not  assure 
the  house  that,  while  he-  is  anxious  to  put  down  disaffection  and 
rebellion,  it  is  his  earnest  wish  to  listen  to  and  promote,  as  far  as  he  can, 
remedy  and  amelioration  for  any  distress  or  evils  which  afflict  that 
country.  With  respect  to  the  means  now  at  the  disposal  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  Ireland  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  conspiracy  to  which  I 
have  alluded,  he  has  been  in  constant  communication  with  my  right 
hon.  friend  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  and  with 
myself.  He  has  informed  us  that  while  on  the  one  side  there  were  evident 
preparations  for  rebellion ;  that  on  the  other  he  has  received  the 
most  gratifying  assurances  of  loyalty  and  support  from  the  members 
of  all  classes — from  the  members  of  all  creeds — from  landlords  as 
well  as  merchants,  from  Protestants  as  well  as  Roman  Catholics,  and 
from  all  parts  of  the  country.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  noble  lord  must 
excuse  me  if  at  the  present  moment  I  decline  stating  what  further 
measures  are  in  contemplation  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  her 
Majesty’s  government.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  he  will  be  satisfied 
with  the  assurance  that  we  have,  both  in  Ireland  and  in  this  country, 
most  carefully  looked  into  the  law  affecting  the  case,  that  we  have 
entered  into  most  constant  daily  communication  with  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  should  he  be  of  opinion  that  further 
powers  are  necessary  which  have  not  yet  been  obtained,  I  should 
then  feel  it  my  duty — being  convinced  that  such  measures  as  would 
be  no  more  than  necessary  for  the  occasion  would  be  granted — I  should 
then  feel  it  my  duty  to  come  down  to  the  house  and  ask  the  house  to 
entrust  the  government  of  the  country  with  such  further  powers. 
(Hear,  hear,  and  cheers.)  Lord  Clarendon  has  to  consider,  in  any 
proposal  that  he  may  make,  and  in  any  wish  that  he  may  express, 
that  if  it  should  appear,  or  even  bear  a  semblance,  that  he  was 
favouring  any  one  class  of  religionists,  or  of  one  particular  class  of 
the  country  above  another,  that  he  would  thereby  lose  a  great  deal 
of  the  support  which  he  has  hitherto  obtaine<l — (Hear,  hear)— because, 
as  I  have  already  stated,  the  landlords  and  members  of  the  Protestant 
profession,  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  profession,  priests  and 
members  of  the  Catholic  persuasion,  have  all  joined  in  giving  him 
their  best  support.  But  the  noble  lord  may  rest  assured  that  it  is 
the  full  determination  of  her  Majesty’s  government,  having  the 
utmost  confidence  in  Lord  Clarendon’s  administration,  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  support  the  loyal  people  of  Ireland  to  maintain  the  . 
peace  of  that  country,  and  that  we  shall  not  shrink  from  asking  for 
further  powers  upon  the  subject  which  may  be  necessary.  (Hear.)  ’’ 

JEWISH  DISABILITIKS  BILL. 

On  the  question  of  going  into  committee  on  this  bill,  Mr  GORING 
moved,  by  way  of  amendment,  a  resolution,  "  That  it  is  the  opinion 
of  this  house  that,  so  long  as  the  House  of  Commons  excercises  the 
authority  which  it  at  present  does  exercise  over  the  Established 
Church,  no  J ew  ought  to  possess  the  franchise,  much  less  be  allowed 
to  sit  in  this  house.’’ 

After  some  discussion  the  amendment  was  withdrawn,  and  the 
house  went  into  committee  on  the  bill. 

On  the  6th  clause.  Sir  H.  WILLOUGHBY  moved  to  add  words 
to  preclude  the  appointment  of  Jews  to  any  office  in  the  gift  of  her 
Majesty,  her  heirs,  or  successors,  to  which  the  appointment  or 
recommendation  to  any  office  or  preferment  whatever  in  the  united 
church  of  England  and  Ireland,  or  in  the  church  of  Scotland,  may 
belong.  On  a  division  there  appeared — for  Sir  H.  Willoughby’s 
motion,  99 ;  against  it,  196  :  majority  against,  97. 

Sir  R.  INQLIS  moved  to  add  the  words  “or  judge  of  any  of  her 
Majesty’s  courts  of  law,  or  member  of  her  Majesty’s  most  honourable 
Privy  Council.’’  The  house  divided — for  the  motion,  109 ;  against 
it,  203 :  majority  against,  94. 

The  several  clauses  of  the  bill  having  been  agreed  to,  the  report 
was  brought  up,  and  the  third  reading  fixed  for  Monday. 

The  distilling  from  sugar  bill  also  went  through  committee,  and, 
on  a  division,  the  election  recoginsances  bill  was  read  a  third  time, 
by  a  majority  of  44 — the  numbers,  118  to  74 — and  was  passed. 

Tuesday,  April  A. 

IPISOOPAL  ARD  OOHHON  rtTRDS. 

Mr  HORSMAN  moved  a  resolution,  “  That  the  distinction  between 
the  episcopal  and  common  funds  (under  the  direction  of  the 
ecclesiastical  commissioners),  restricting  the  application  of  the  surplus 
revenues  of  the  archbishopie  and  bishops  to  episcopal  purposes,  and 
peiraitting  no  part  of  it,  in  any  circumstances,  to  be  applied  to  the 
relief  of  parochial  destitution,  is  inexpedient,  and  ought  sot  to  be 
continued.”  Having  briefly  explained  the  origin  of  the  distinction 
between  the  two  funds  which  were  the  object  of  his  motion,  Mr 
Horsman  pointed  out  many  striking  instances  and  effects  of  inequality 
in  the  distribution  of  ecclesiastical  revenues,  and  enlarged  on  the 
injustice  of  permitting  so  much  spiritual  destitution  to  exist  in  a 
large  number  of  parishes  throughout  the  country,  in  the  face  of  the 
accumulation  of  the  episcopal  fund.  He  also  animadverted  on  the 
anomaly  of  bishops  administering  the  act  of  parliament.  And  receiving 
under  their  own  administration,  as  appeared  by  the  parliamentary 
returns,  mms  twice,  thrice,  or  even  four  times  as  large  as  they  were 
aititled  by  law  to  receive.  He  regarded  the  bishops  as  the  servants 
of  the  church,  holding  no  power  and  no  property  but  what  was  given 
them  for  the  uses  of  the  church,  and  what  was  to  be  held  in 
subservience  to  them.  Referring  to  the  recent  appointments  of  the 
two  archbishops  by  the  present  government,  he  said  the  approbation 
and  ^titude  with  which  they  had  been  hailed  was  the  best  test  of 
their  justice  and  propriety.

Peter  the  Hermit 
was  the  worst  leader  ia  the  craaade  whbk  he  so  gloriously  preached, 
sithough  he  had  for  hie  osaopaaion  the  brave  O^Uier,  without  pot- 
nmainHt,  as  the  wealthy  of  that  period  styled  him.  Again,  is  it  not 
wise  that  at  a  period  when  so  many  persons  pretead  that  they 
are  fit  for  everything,  some  should  give  an  example  of  knowiag  no¬ 
thing  1  Nature  hascreatod  me  for  that  kind  of  utility  which  excites  no 
envy  in  the  breast  ef  anybody.

The  elections  of  officers  of  the  National  Guard  commenced  on 
Wednesday,  and  were  proceeding  quietly.  The  struggle  is  between 
the  moderate  and  the  ultra  Republicans,  and  its  result  may  indicate 
the  tone  and  complexion  of  the  elections  of  members  of  the  Con¬ 
stituent  Assembly.  At  the  present  moment  (Friday  morning)  the 
only  result  known  b  that  in  the  first  legion,  in  which  the  moderate 
Republican,  M.  de  Tracy,  has  beaten  M.  Bastide,  the  government 
candidate.  In  the  second  legion,  M.  dement  Thomas,  the  govern- 
nisat  candidate,  has  cairied  the  election.  In  the  third  legion,  H. 
Thirion,  the  government  candidate,  will  also  be  returned ;  but  the 
elsotion  b  not  yet  at  an  end.  The  result  in  the  other  legions  b  not 
yet  known ;  but  it  b  evident  that  the  elections  will  not  be  so  com¬ 
pletely  in  favour  of  the  Republicans  as  was  expected.  In  the  5th 
legion  M.  Vavaret  haa  been  returned,  the  government  candidate, 
without  oppoaitioa.  In  the  12th  l^on,  M.  Barbea,  well  known  for 
his  extreme  Bepuhlican  views,  haa  also  been  elerted  without  op- 
pomtien.  By  the  latest  news  received  yesterday  morning  by 
electric  telegraph,  we  leam  that  on  Thursday,  daring  the  elections 
of  Coloneb  of  the  National  Guard  on  the  preceding  day,  the  peaoe 
of  the  city  aeemed  to  be  well  kept.  The  planting  of  treea  of  liberty,

neraaly  paid  in  this  citv  to  republican  France,  and  the  principles 
whkh  animate  her  hy  the  nations,  or  by  fraetioiw  of  the  natioos,  of 
Burope.  We  are  not  aatoubhed  to  ate  to-day  a  deputation  from  i 
Ireland.  Ireland  knows  bow  deeply  her  destinies,  her  sufTerings,  sad 
her  successive  advances  in  the  path  of  religious  libe^,  of  unity,  and 
of  ooastitutional  equality  with  the  other  parts  of  the  Uiiited  Kingdoai, 
have  at  all  times  mov^  the  heart  of  Europe  !  We  said  aa  much,  a 
few  days  ago,  to  another  deputation  of  your  fellow-citizena.  We  said 
M  much  to  all  the  children  of  that  glorious  isle  of  Erin  which  the 
natural  genius  of  its  inhabitants  and  the  striking  events  of  its  history 
render  raually  symbolical  of  the  poetry  and  the  heroism  of  the  nations 
of  the  North.  Rest  assured,  therefore,  that  you  will  find  in  France, 
'under  the  Republic,  a  response  to  all  the  seutimento  which  yoa 
express  towards  it.  Tell  your  fellow-citixeua  that  the  name  of  Ireland 
b  qmonymous  with  (he  name  of  liberty  courageously  defended  agatnai 
privilege — that  it  b  one  common  name  to  eveiy  French  citiaen  !  Tell 
them  that  thb  reciprocity  which  they  invoke— that  thb  reciprocitj 
of  which  they  are  not  oblivious — the  Republic  will  be  proud  to 
remember  and  to  practise  invariably  towards  the  Irish.  Tell  them, 
above  all,  that  the  French  Republic  is  not,  and  never  will  be,  aa 
aristocratic  Republic,  in  which  liberty  b  merely  abused  aa  the  mask 
of  privilere ;  but  a  Republic  embracing  the  entire  community,  and 
securing  to  all  the  same  rights  and  the  same  benefila  As  regards 
ether  encouragements,  it  would  neither  be  expedient  for  ua  to  hold 
them  out,  nor  for  vou  to  receive  them  I  have  already  expreaaed  the 
same  opinien  with  reference  to  Germany,  Belgium,  and  Daly  ;  and  I 
repeat  it  with  reference  to  every  nation  which  it  involved  in  internal 
disputes — which  b  either  divided  gainst  itself  or  at  varianoe  with  its 
Govermneut.  When  there  b  a  dififerenoe  of  race — when  natioos  are 
aliens  in  blood- -intervention  b  not  allowable.  We  belong  to  no 
party  in  IrelaiMl  or  elsewhere,  except  to  that  which  contends  for 
Justice,  for  lib  rty,  and  for  the  happineaa  of  the  Irbh  peopla  No  other 
part  would  be  acceptable  to  ua,  in  a  time  of  peace,  in  the  intereata 
aad  the  paaaiena  of  forei^  France  b  detiroua  of 

reaerving  neraelf  free  for  the  maintenance  of  the  rights  of  alL 
We  arc  at  peace,  and  we  are  desirous  of  remaining  on  good  terms  of  | 
equality,  not  with  this  or  that  part  of  Great  Britain,  but  with  Great 
Britain  entire.  We  believe  this  peace  to  be  useful  and  honourable, 
not  otilv  to  Great  Britain  and  the  French  Republic,  but  to  the  human 
race.  We  will  not  commit  an  act- — we  will  not  utter  a  word — we  will 
not  breathe  an  insinuation  at  variAnce  with  the  principles  of  the  re- 
ciprocal  inviolability  of  nations  which  we  have  proclaimed,  and  of 
which  the  Continent  of  Eurojie  b  already  gathering  the  fruits.  The 
fallen  monarchy  had  treaties  aad  dqdoaiatbts.  Our  diplomatists  are 
Bations, — our  treaties  are  sympathies  f  We  should  be  insane  were  we 
openly  to  exdiange  such  a  diplomacy  for  numeanmg  and  partial  aL 
lianoes  with  even  the  most  legitimate  parties  in  the  countries  which 
surround  ua  We  are  not  eompetent  citMr  to  judge  them  or  to  prefer 
•ome  of  them  to  others ;  by  announcing  our  partisanship  of  the  one 
aide,  we  should  declare  ourselves  the  enemies  of  the  other.  We  do 
Bot  wish  to  be  the  enemies  of  any  of  your  fellow-countrymen.  We 
vbh,  on  the  contrary,  by  a  fitithfol  observance  of  the  republican 
pledges,  to  remove  all  the  pngudicee  which  may  mutually  exist  be¬ 
tween  our  Beighbours  ami  ourselves.  This  course,  bomever  painful  it

Tolt  took  place  on  their  return.  At  about  half-past  one  o’clock,  a 
column,  composed  of  soldiers  without  arms  and  workmen,  entered 
the  place  Louis  XV  III,  preceded  by  music  and  druma  A  placard 
setting  forth  that  the  object  of  the  demonstration  was  to  obtain  the 
release  of  a  sub-officer  of  the  4th  artillery,  who  had  been  imprisoned 
on  the  previous  evening  for  insubordination,  was  carried  at  the  hea<l 
of  the  column,  which,  preceded  and  directed  by  a  sargeant  of  artillery, 
presented  itself  before  the  artillery  barracks.  In  answer  to  a  ques¬ 
tion,  the  sergeant  demanded  the  release  of  his  comrade.  He  was  told 
that  the  nutn  ha<l  been  sent  to  Grenoble,  and  that  it  was  impossible 
to  comply  with  the  request.  The  crowd  insisted,  and  eventally  com¬ 
pelled  the  gates  to  be  opened,  on  which  they  spread  themselves  over 
the  barracka  At  this  moment  General  Neumayer  arrived.  He  ad- 1 
dressed  the  people,  and  after  stating  that  he  had  been  the  first  General 
of  Division  to  proclaim  the  Republic,  promised  to  ask  Lieutenant- 
Ckneral  Bourjolly  to  release  the  man.  He  immediately  set  out  for  the 
General’s  residence.  The  people  surrounded  him  in  a  threatening 
manner,  and  showed  a  disposition  to  seize  him.  Eventually  he  sue- 
ceede<l  in  effecting  his  escape  from  the  crowd.  The  people  then  went 
to  the  hotel  of  the  Lieutenant-General,  and  knocked  violently  at  the 
door  until  it  was  opened ;  they  then  rushed  to  the  apartment  occupied 
by  Lieutenant-General  Bouijolly.  The  General  addressed  them  in 
kind  terms,  and  forthwith  wrote  an  order  for  the  release  of  the  prisoner. 
The  soldiers  then  retired,  and  passed  the  remainder  of  the  day  in  pro¬ 
menading  the  streets,  singing  the  'Marseillaise’  and  other  songs. 
The  regiments  were  to  have  left  Lyons  this  morning,  but  in  compliance 
with  the  request  of  the  clubs,  their  departure  was  lidjoumed  until  the 
prisoner  should  have  arrived.  In  the  course  of  the  «lay,  the  prisoner 
arrived  from  Grenoble.  He  was  conducted  to  the  Hotel  de  Ville. 
The  crowd,  which  was  very  great,  required  him  to  appear  on  the 
balcony.  He  harangued  them,  recommending  order,  and  advising  the 
soldiers  to  return  to  their  barracks,  and  obey  the  orders  of  their 
chiefa”  The  same  journal  states  that  at  Dole  the  soldiers  of  the  6th 
Regiment  had  expelled  several  of  their  officers,  and  destroyed  the 
furniture  belonging  to  one  of  them.  The  ‘  Gazette  de  Lyon  ’  states  that 
the  22nd  Regiment  of  the  Line,  which  had  mutinied,  had  retume<l  to 
its  duty.  The  majority  of  the  regiment  had  risen  against  the  leaders 
of  the  mutiny  and  expelled  them  from  the  barracks.  One  of  them 
was  killed  in  jumping  from  a  window. - Various  public  demonstra¬ 

tions  have  also  taken  place,  tending  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  city, 
which  hare  excited  some  alarm  in  Paris;  but  the  accounts  received  on 
Wednesday  were  more  reassuring  than  they  had  been.  The  govern* 
ment  had  ordered  the  manufacture  of  43,000  silk  flags  and  130,000 
scarfs,  which  would  give  some  employment  to  the  weavers. 

XISOELLAKBOCS  INTKLLIOENCE. 

A  decree  has  been  issued,  inflicting  a  fine  of  from  .^Ofr.  to  lOOfr. 
for  the  first  offence,  and  of  lOOfr.  to  200fr.  for  the  second,  on  any 
manufacturer  or  employer  who  shall  require  more  than  ten  hours’  effec¬ 
tive  labour  daily  from  his  operative.  In  case  of  a  further  violation  of 
this  decree  the  master  is  to  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  six 
months.  Several  electors  having  called  on  M.  Victor  Hugo  to  offer 
himself  as  a  candidate  for  a  seat  in  the  National  Assembly,  he  has 
written  to  them  to  say  that  he  does  not  intend  coming  forward  ;  but 
that,  if  it  should  so  happen  that  his  fellow-citizens  thought  fit  to 
elect  him,  he  should  not  refuse  to  take  his  seat.  His  works  are,  he 
observes,  before  the  world,  as  well  as  his  public  acts,  and  every  one 
can  judge  of  his  opinions,  and  of  the  propriety  of  electing  him  or  not. 
Should  he  not  be  nominated,  he  will  withdraw  to  his  literary  labours, 
comforting  himself,  like  the  Spartan,  with  the  idea,  that  there  are  900 

better  citizens  than  himself  in  the  state. - M.  Thiers  has  declined 

to  stand  for  the  post  of  delegate  in  the  National  Assembly. - A 

decree  has  appeared,  by  which  the  Orleans  and  Centre  lines  of  railway, 
being  unable  to  keep  up  the  regular  communications,  are  declared  to 
be  placed  under  sequestration,  aud  it  is  ordered  that  hencefonvard 
they  shall  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Public 


THE  GREAT  MOVEMENT  IN  GERMANY. 


AFPAIM  OF  PRUSSIA. 

The  President  of  the  Ministry,  Count  Amim,  has  been  dismissed^ 
and  M.  Camphauseii  and  M.  Hansemann  have  taken  their  seat  in  the 
Royal  Council.  The  Prussian  ministry  is  at  present  as  follows : — 
Camphausen,  President  of  the  Ministerial  Council ;  Finances,  Hanse- 
mann ;  Interior,  Von  Auerswald ;  Justice,  Bornemann;  Foreign 
Affairs,  Baron  Arnim  (late  ambassador  at  Paris) ;  War,  Von  Reyher. 
The  post  of  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  remains  as  yet  to  be  filled 
up. 

The  '  Allgemeine  Preussische  Zeitung’  of  the  1st  inst.  publishes  a 
royal  proclamation,  in  which  the  King  desires  all  petitions  on  consti¬ 
tutional  matters  may  be  directed  to  the  ministry,  and  not  to  him. 
This  decree  is  occasional  by  a  memorial  of  the  ministry,  signed  by 
Camphausen,  Schwerin,  Auerswald,  Bornemann,  Arnim,  Hansemann. 
and  Reyher,  in  which  the  ministers  claim  their  right  of  deciding  on  all 
points  which  refer  to  the  constitution,  since  it  is  they  who  are  re¬ 
sponsible.  The  same  paper  publishes  a  decree  prohibiting  the  expor¬ 
tation  of  horses  from  the  Prussian  states. — In  the  reply  which  the 
King  of  Prussia  ma<le  to  the  deputies  of  the  Rhenish  provinces  on  the 
28th  ult.  occurreil  the  following  passages  explanatory  of  the  course

decisive  steps,  but  peacefully  and  calmly,  to'  that  great  end  which 
alone  can  insure  a  lasting  duration  to  the  great  institutions  of  a 
state.”  The  Second  United  Diet  was  opcnc<l  on  the  2nd  instant,  when  the 
Royal  Commissioner  Camphausen,  President  of  the  Council  of  Minis¬ 
ters,  read  the  royal  speech,  in  which  it  was  announced  that  the  King 
having  promised  a  true  constitutional  government,  the  Diet  was  as¬ 
sembled  to  lay  the  foundation  stone  of  the  durable  edifice.  Several 
projects  of  law  were  afterwards  read,  the  first  of  which  contained  a 
provisional  law  of  elections  for  the  assembly  which  is  to  be  convoked 
for  the  purpose  of  agreeing  to  the  Prussian  Constitution.  This  new 
law  will  proclaim  universal  suffrage,  with  two  qualificationa  There 
will  be  an  elector  (wahlman )  for  every  .*500  inhabitants;  a  deputy  for 
every  .’50,000,  or  40,000.  Every  Prussian  of  the  age  of  twenty-four  is 
an  elector  in  the  first  degree.  The  elections  will  take  place  by  dis¬ 
tricts  ;  each  fraction  will  be  admitted  as  an  unity,  so  that,  for  instance, 
a  district  having  60,000  electors  is  to  elect  two  deputies.  The  Na¬ 
tional  Assembly  will  be  formeil  of  350  or  400  members.  It  is  also 
said  there  will  lie  one  Chamber  only  ;  in  all  other  points  the  Pruraian 
Constitution  will  be  a  close  copy  of  that  of  Belgium. 

A  letter  from  Berlin  in  the  '  Dus.seldorfer  Zeitung’  speaks  of  the 
critical  position  of  affairs  with  regard  to  Russia.  In  consequence  of 
the  seizure  of  the  Petersburg  despatches  at  Kdnigsberg,  the  Russian 
auibas-sador,  Baron  Meyendorf,  has  lieen  instructed  by  his  Court  to 
leave  Berlin,  and  has  taken  his  departure  with  his  family  and  the  rest 
of  the  legation.  This  almost  amounts  to  actual  declaration  of  war. 
The  2nd  Regiment  has  consequently  received  orders  to  march  to  the 
frontier.  Almost  all  the  liberate<l  Poles  have  left  Berlin  for  Posen. 
.Thepr  are  all  provided  with  anns,  and  according  to  their  statements 
(which,  as  members  of  the  Polish  Propaganda,  must  be  pretty  correct), 
all  the  Poles  now  in  England  and  Prance  would  join  them  at  Posen 
to  assist  in  reconquering  Poland.  Hopes  arc  entertained  of  raising  a 
Polish  army  of  40,000  men  in  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Posen.  The  King 
of  Prussia  has  ordered  Count  DJinhoff,  his  minister  at  Frankfort,  to 
lay  the  Schleswig-Holstein  question  before  the  Diet  without  delay  ; 
his  Majesty  himself  having  only  taken  precautionary  measures  in 
conjunction  with  the  King  of  Hanover  and  the  Duke  of  Brunswick 
fur  defending  the  Duchy  of  Holstein  in  case  of  an  attack  by  the 
Danes.  The  10th  coqis  of  the  Federal  army,  consisting  of  24,000 
men,  with  a  reserve  of  the  same  number  of  Prussian  troojsi,  were  held 
in  readiness  to  protect  the  sacred  fatherland.  Letters  from  Frankfort 
announce  that  the  Diet  ha<l  already  coinmcnceil  its  deliberations  on 
the  proposition  of  Count  Ddnhoff,  an<I  atid  that  the  decision  of  that 
body  could  not  be  doubtful. 

THE  ASSEMBLY  AT  FRANKFORT. 

The  assembly  of  deputies  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for  con¬ 
voking  a  German  parliament  was  constituted  on  the  3l8t  of  March. 
M.  Mittermaier  was  chosen  president ;  Messrs  Dahlmann,  Itzstein, 
Jordan,  and  Robert  Blum,  vice-presidents  The  meeting  declared 
itself  competent  to  make  arrangements  for  convening  a  constituent 
I  o-ssembly,  resolved  to  recognise  the  duchies  of  Schleswig  and  Holstein 
as  integral  members  of  the  Germanic  nation,  as  also  the  provinces  of 
East  and  West  Prussia ;  and  to  declare  frankly  and  energetically  for 
the  re-establishment  of  Poland.  It  was  decided  that  in  the  constituent 
assembly  there  should  be  one  deputy  for  every  50,000  inhabitants. 
The  following  is  the  programme  that  the  commission  has  proposed  for 
the  deliberation  of  the  assembly : — 1.  A  supreme  head  of  the  con¬ 
federation,  with  responsible  ministers. — 2.  A  senate  of  particular 
states  — 3.  A  chamber  of  deputies  formed  by  the  election  of  one  re¬ 
presentative  to  70,000  souls. — 4.  Jurisdiction  of  the  confederation  by 
the  renunciation  of  the  states  of  the  following  particulars,  in  favour 
of  a  central  power:  1.  The  army.  2.  Representation  as  regards 
foreign  powers.  3.  System  of  commerce,  navigation,  customs,  money, 
weights,  measures,  post,  canals,  railways,  4.  Decrees  of  civil  and  penal 
legislation  and  proceedings ;  a  court  of  the  confederation.  5.  Gua¬ 
rantee  of  the  rights  of  national  liberty. — The  constituent  national 
assembly  shall  be  convoked  by  the  federal  authorities,  aided  by  men 
of  trust.  A  commission  of  fifteen  members  shall  have  power  to  con¬ 
voke.  If  the  convocation  shall  not  be  made  in  one  month,  tho 
assembly  shall  meet  again  the  3nl  and  4th  of  May.  In  case  of  emer¬ 
gency  the  commission  shall  convoke  the  assembly  at  an  earlier  time. 


without  changing.  In  order  not  to  excite  suspicion  in  the  country 
through  which  they  had  to  pass,  the  royal  party  was  divided  into  three.

INSURRECTION  IN  MADRID 


Very  serious  events  occurred  in  Madrid  on  the  26th  ult.  A  plan 
had  bwn  formed  to  overthrow  the  ministry  by  means  of  an  insurrec¬ 
tionary  movement  of  which  it  was  expected  the  military  would  have 
remained  passive  spectators.  The  leaders  of  the  movement,  having 
subsequently  discovered  that  the  troops  were  determined  to  resist, 
countermanded  the  orders  they  had  given  to  the  people.  The  latter, 
however,  who  had  been  wrought  up  to  the  highest  pitch  of  excitement, 
declared  that'  they  were  betrayed,  and  that  they  would  fight  even 
without  leaders.  They  accordingly  assembled  about  six  o  clock  in 
the  afternoon  of  the  26th,  and  commenced  erecting  barricades,  which 
were  completed  in  an  increilibly  short  space  of  time.  The  fighting 
commenced  at  seven  o’clock,  and  continued  without  intermission 
until  three  o’clock  in  the  morning,  when  the  military  were  successful 
on  all  points,  and  a  number  of  the  insurgents  were  captured.  Two 
hundred  persons,  civilians  and  military,  are  said  to  have  been  killed, 
and  a  vast  number  woundgd.  The  Queen-Mother  quitted  Madrid 
during  the  disturbance.  The  ‘  Madrid  Gazette’  of  the  27th 
ult.  contains  two  decrees ;  the  first  suspending  the  constitution 
throughout  the  entire  monarchy,  the  second  commanding  that  the 
insurgents  captured  during  the  preceding  night  shall  be  forthwith 
tried  by  court-martial.  The  Captain-General  published  a  l/ando  com¬ 
manding  that  all  persons  possessing  arms  shall  deliver  them  up  to  the 
authorities. 

Numerous  arrests  and  banishments  have  been  the  consequence  of 
the  suppressed  insurrection.  A  proclamation  of  the  Captain-General

others.  Senor  Cortina  presented  himself  to  the  authorities,  and  was 
allowed  to  depart  unmolested.  Two  persons,  a  Spaniard  named  Cano, 
who  they  say  shot  Captain  Espana,  and  a  Frenchman  name<l  Barbes, 
were  to  have  been  shot  on  the  29th,  as  implicated  in  the  affair  of  the 
26th,  but  the  execution  did  not  take  place.  Mr  Bulwer  has  used  all 
his  efforts  in  the  proper  quarter  to  prevent  the  shedding  of  more  blood 
on  this  melancholy  occasion.  There  were  246  prisoners  under  trial  by 
the  court-martial,  which  consists  of  six  captains  presided  over  by 
General  Balboa.

Much  excite¬ 
ment  continued  to  prevail  in  the  Spanish  Capital,

CHAETlSt  riTITlOK. 

Mr  H.  HRUMMOND  wished  to  know  what  course  the  bon. 
nmmber  fbr  Nottingham  intended  to  pursue  with  respect  to  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  the  national  petition. 

Mr  F.  O’CONNOR  said  be  had  given  notice  of  his  intention  to 
present  the  petition  on  Monday  next,  but  as.  it  appeared  that  there 
was  to  be  no  committee  of  supply  on  that  day,  he  trusted  the  gorern- 
nwat  would  allow  him  to  bring  the  subject  forward  as  the  first 
business  of  the  evening. 

Lord  J.  RUSSELL  was  very  desirous  that  the  petition  should 
receive  every  consideration  at  rt»e  hands  of  the  house,  but  oould  not 
consent  to  postpone  the  government  business  which  stood  for  Mon¬ 
day.  He,  however,  should  not  object  to  Uie  bon.  member  bringing 
foeward  the  subject  on  Friday, 

Mr  URQUHART  inquired  whether  her  Majesty’s  government 
had  taken  measures  to  secure  the  rights  of  British  bondholders  in 
31exico,  in  the  event  of  a  cession  of  territory  to  the  United  States. 

Viscount  PALMERSTON  said  the  claims  of  foreign  creditors 
wiould  not  be  at  all  affected  by  the  alienation  of  any  part  of  the 
territory  of  Mexico,  and  that  suoh  a  step  could  not  affect  the  claims 
of  the  creditors  upon  the  public  revenue  of  the  country. 

Mr  BRIGHT  wi.shed  to  know  whether  the  proclamation  which 
had  been  isaued  respecting  the  meeting  to  be  held  on  Kennington 
common  applied  to  both  the  meeting  and  the  procession,  or  to  the 
procession  only. 

Sir  G.  GREY  said  tbo  qoestion  of  the  illr^ality  of  the.  meeting 
would  depend  very  much  upon  circumstances.  If  it  were  held 
under  such  circumstances  as  were  calculated  to  excite  terror  and 
abirm  in  the  minds  of  her.  Majesty’s  peacable  subjects,  it  would  be 
contrary  to  the  common  law  of  the  land.  If  it  was  intended  to  be 
a  meeting  unconnected  with  a  procession,  the  question  of  legality  or 
otherwise  would  be  equally  applicable  to  both.  He  trusted  that 
no  idea  would  go  forth  that  the  course  her  Majesty’s  government 
had  taken  was  munded  in  the  slightest  degree  on  a  desire  to  interrupt 
the  jnat  right  of  any  portion  of  the  people  to  petition  that  bouse. 
(Lend  cheers. ) 

In.  reply  to  Sir  R.  H.  Inglis, 

Sir  G.  GREY  said  that  those  gentlemen  who  had  attended  at 
the  Nome  office  that  morning  were  not  recognised  as  the  delegates 
of  the  national  convention.  (Cheers.) 

Mr  WAKLEY  inquired  why,  if  the  government,  knew  that  the 
proposed  meeting  on  Kennington  common  end  the  procession  were 
illegal,  the  people  had  not  been  previously  furnished  with  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  subject  ?  j 

Sir  G.  GREY  replied,  it  waa  simply  because  the  government  had 
not  th«  information  wbioh  the  Iron,  gentlemen,  who  was  better 
informed,  possessed.  (Loud  cheers.)  1be  first  public  advertise¬ 
ment  on  the  sutqect  had  been  received  by  him  the  day  before 
yesterday,  and'  immediately  afterwards  the  cabinet  met  and  pub- 
iisbed  the  notice,  which  had  been  oiroulated  through  the  kingdom. 

(  Renewed  cheers). 

A  very  exciting  and  uproarious  conversation  followed,  in  the 
course  of  which  Mr  F.  O’Connor  avowed  his  intention  of  being 
present  at  the  meeting  and  also  at  the  procession,  and  his  readiness 
to  taka  his  full  share  of-  the  responsibility,  whatever  it  might  be. 
He  believed  there  would  be  no  disturbance  of  the  peace 'if  the 
procession  were  not  interfered  with  by  the  govermnent. 

Mr  Alderman  WILSON  was  unwilling  to  trust  the  pacific 
words  of  the  hon.  member,  after  the  republican  and  exciting  speeches 
he  hsd  made  at  a  meeting  at  Cripplegate  the  previous  evening. 

Mr  F.  O’CONNOR  said  the  report  was  a  fabrication.  Ha  had 
never  been  either  a  republican  or  a  repealer. 

Some  further  discussion  took  place,  after  which  the  subject 
dropped. 

rnoTzcTioN  ov  the  ckowk  and  government  bill. 

Sir  G.  GREY  then  rose,  and  after  drawing  attention  to  the 
state  of  some  portions  of  tlie  united  kingdom,  in  which  he  con¬ 
ceived  the  limits  of  free  discussion  were  exceeded,  and  language  of 
a  seditious  and  even  treasonable  character  resorted  to,  said,  however 
unwilling  he  was  to  interfere  with  such  speeches  or  writings  of  a 
similar  description  when  not  likely  to  prove  mischievous,  the 
government  could  not  close  their  eyes  to  the  danger  of  suffering 
the  continuance  of  such  proceedings  as  had  already  subjected  some 
members  of  the  Irish  Confederation  to  prosecution.  The  right 
hon  gentleman  then  celled  attention  to  the  articles  and  speeches 
reported  in  the  *  United  Irialimau’  and  ‘  Nation’  newspapers,  which 
he  held  were  clearly  demonstrative  of  the  treasonable  intentions 
of  the  authors.  He  then  stated  the  present  law  of  treason,  and  ex- 
plained  that  the  36th  Geo,  III,  by  which  that  law  was  considerably 
enlarged,  had  never  been  extended  to  freland.  He  thought  the 
law  in  both  countries  should  be  the  same,  and  he  therefore  proposed 
to  extend  it  to  Ireland  with  some  modification,  reducing,  however, 
the  punishment  in  ail  cases  except  those  of  levying  war  against  the 
suveraign,  or  imagining  the  Q.ueen’.s  death-,  to  transportation  for 
life,  or  fur  any  period,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  judge,  of 
not  less  than  seven  years.  It  was  possible  that  further  measures 
might  be  necessary  for  Ireland,  but  he  would  not  mix  them  up  with 
the  present  measure.  The  right  hon.  gentleman  concluded  by 
moving  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  the  better  security  of  the 
crown  and  government  of  the  united  kingdom. 

Mr  J.  O’CONNELL  said  the  bill  was  unnecessary,  and  that  the 
government  were  ready  enough  to  place  Ireland  on  an  equality  with 
England  when  the  equality  was  that  of  coercion,,  but  not  when  the 
proposal  was  to  extend  to  Ireland  privileges  already  enjoyed  by 
England.  'The  one  was  said  to  be  easy,  the  other  impossible. 

Mr  HUME  denounced  the  bill  as  “  a  gagging  bill,”  and  decidedly 
objected  to  making  open  and  advised  speaking  a  felony,  punishable 
by  transportation  throughout  the  united  kingdom. 

Mr  F.  O’CONNOR  opposed  the  bill,  and  said  lie  would  do  so 
even  if  be  stood  alone  on  its  first  introduction. 

Mr  W.  J.  FOX  and  Mr  GRATTAN  oppowd  the  bill. 

Lord  D.  STUART  would  vote  for  the  first  reading,  but  hoped  if 
the  bill  should  pass,  care  would  be  taken  that  it  should  not  interfere 
with  the  freedom  of  speech  on  political  matters^ 

Mr  REYNOLDS  denouneed  the  bill  as  unconstitutional,  and 
condenmed  the  eonductof  Col.  Brown  of  Dublin  with  referenoa  to 
the  manufacture  of  pikea.  It  was  bia  firm  belief,  that  if  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  Ireland  IumI'  been  Protestant  they  would  never  have 
submitted  to  the  oppression  under  Which  they  now  laboured. 

^  M.  J.  O’CONNELL  supported  the  bill  as  one  oaleulated  to 
pui  an  end  to  the  exciting  speeches  which  at  present  were  destroy¬ 
ing  the  happiness  of  bis  country,,  and  which-  were  only  the  more 
dangerous  on  aceount  of  the  honesty  of  the  parties  who  made  tben^ 
^ith  respect  to  that  portion  of  the  bill  wbieh  related  to  public 
meeting^  he  thought  that  they  would  not  be  eery  chary  in  meting 
out  punishment  to  parties  who  excited  the  public  to  disturbance. 

Mr  W.  J.  FOX  thought  the  question  had  been  treated  too  musb 
•»  »  fined  one,  Hn  lud  not  obiiese  to  that  portion  of  the  bill 
which  prepsstd  i&  asnnnlnte-  a  lover  of  treason  in  Ireland  to  that  in 
England,  but  he  strongly  objected' to  that  portion  which  went  to 
abolivh  that  freedom  of  speeeh  which  had  been  the  great  bulwark  of 
our  Uhccei«B».  At  the  tinsw  of  the  reform  bill  he  had  heard  speeches 


from  right  hon.  gentlemen,  now  members  of  the  government,  which 
he  believed  wou  d  have  subjected  them  to  the  penalties  of  this  bill 
had  it-  been,  then  in  esislenec. 

Lord  J.  RUSSELL  said  (he  hon.  gentleman  had  prejudged  a  bill 
he  had  not  seen,  and  that  it  was  a  very  difTereiu  thing  to  make  an  ani¬ 
mated  speech  at  a  Reform  meeting,  and  to  make  a  speech  advising 
the  multitude  to  dethrone  the  Queen  or  overawe  the  parliarm-nt. 
The  present  bill  sought  to  put  a  stop  to  the  latter  description  of 
speeches,  without  at  all  inteifering  with  the  former. 

I'he  house  tlien  divided,  and  the  motion  for  leave  to  bring  in  the 
bill  wns  carried  by  n  majority  of ‘2®8  io24. 

Sir  G.  GREY  gave  notice  that  he  would  move  the  second  reading 
of  the  bill  on  Monday  next,  and  move  the  suspension  of'the  standing 
orders,  tJiat  it  miebt  gn  through  comtnittep  the  same  night. 

Sir  W.  SOMERVILLE  moved  tbu  second  reading  of  the  land¬ 
lord  and  tenant  bill,  with  a  view  to  referring  it  to  a  select  committee.
